As per claim 1 , Applicant remarks: "there is no indication that the MUI (Pidkey) is a temporary identifier of the sender". Examiner 
notes Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive because Vatanen teaches the PidKey is generated at 
least by two elements such as a given name and the sender's public signing key (Vatanen: Para [0021] Line 5 - 7). Therefore the Pidkey 
is interpreted as a temporary identity because the public / private key must have a binding with the expiration time specified in public / 
private key certificate. 

Applicant further asserts: "Vatanen in view of Brown fails to teach SRES is a temporary identity index that is added to a header of a 
message as an identification of the sender of the sender of the message". Examiner notes Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive because (a) Vatanen teaches a temporary identity index is added to a header of a message as an 
identification of the sender of the sender of the message (Vatanen: see for example, Para [0021] Line 1 - 3 and Para [0021] Line 12 - 14 
& Figure 1), and (b) Brown teaches SRES can be also served as a temporary identity index because Brown teaches SRES is generated 
by a user subscription key and a random number (Brown: Column 2 Line 17-19). Therefore, the SRES is qualified as a temporary 
identity index because the random number is generated in a way that it is only valid during each subscriber's access to the network. 
Furthermore, Applicant further asserts: "prior art fails to teach separately performed an algorithm at each of the user equipment and the 
network equipment for generating the temporary identity index using public information which identifies the sender of the message as an 
input to the algorithm". Examiner notes Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive because Brown 
teaches the network element using the same algorithm to generate the SRES in order to authenticate the subscriber for service (Brown: 
Column 2 Line 20 - 23). Therefore, applicant's arguments are respectfully traversed.. 
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
